. WICH ISLANDS. 

Late Honolulu ndvicos state that tho 
Premier of the Honolulu Governmont and 
the British Commissioner to tho Haw»ian 
Islands have sailed for London to open 
negotiations for tho adoption of a reci 
procity treaty with Great Britain. A re- 
ceprocity treaty already exista between 
Hawaii and the United States. One of 
tlie BtipuUtiOQS of that treaty is that Ha- 
waii-will not extend similar privileges to 
those enjoyod by thii United States to any 
other nation. Soiae plan must have 
been hit upon to ge ; around that stipul.i 
tion, if it is now proposed to frame t 
treaty for recipro'jal trado with Great 
Britain. It wouki not follow, however, 
that roniprocity v ith tho Mother Country 
would moan recijjrocity with any of her 
Colonies. Biitish Columbia, for instance, 
would be a severe sufferer were a treaty 
framed to exclu.lo her from its benefit*.

It may turn out, in the couiso 
of f. few days, that Mehomet All (who 
a PrnsHian) r.ud now commauds the Tur- 
kish right wing in Bulgaria,ha3 copied the 
brilliaut tui;tica of Muktali- Paska in A^ia 
•and having drawn tho Bussians south of 
the Balkans away from their base of sup- 
plies is seeking to' oat their Unas of com- 
munication. A Bucoessful movement of 
that oharaoter at this time -would simply 
mean tho defeat of tho Kussian armies 
and the ijrolongation of the war, whicii 
the capture of Adriauopio might 
.hring to an abrupt close. Tho 
llr.Hsian nation would not give up the 
struggle after asingle carapuign in whic;h 
thcii 'irms had Lieuu iiiiHUCcessfal. The 
ruiei 1, doterrnd by tho people, '"■oiild not 
make peace; and so the war would go on. 
The decision of Austria to mobilize her 
armies, taken in conneotioa with British 
preparations, is aignifloftnt of a perfect 
understanding between Great Britain and 
Austria. 



"Anon " Replies, 

Editoii Coloxibt;— I wrote to you with 
the view of correcting an •rror and had 
no wish to enter into controversy. I uiny 
now, however, aay that tioublo commenc- 
ed when Bialiop Hills declared his church 
to be "dfscom'iec/eil" (schism?) with the 
State; and Archdeacon Wright has not 
answered luy query; nor hfts ho exjilained 
the admission of Irtymon into tho Synod, 
which in Euglaud is composed of clergy 
only. ^ , , 

In the preamble of tho Act I roferrod 
to (Hand -l- Vict., c. ^3.) are tho following 
words: 

"And also to make further regulations 
in respect to Bishops and clergy other than 
those of f/ie Church 0/ England and Ire- 
land." It is not for me to say who arc, 
and who are not liable to the penalty of 
X50; tho Archdeacon is at liberty to draw 
what inference he pleases from the Act; 
but ho ought to answer tho tpieation— "Is 
a bishop ef a church dhconnecled .with the 
State a bishop of tho Ohuroh of Eng- 
land?" 

The Synod horo has been fermed on a 
plan similar to that which gavorioG to tho 
caso of Long v. Bishop of Capetown. Mr. 
Long refused to bo houuJ by its proceed- 
ings or to give noiico of its meetings. Bu- 
forring to it iix a dispstoh in 18G1 tho 
Duke of Newcastle quotes the decision of 
tba Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council and says Mr. Long, uuder an ex- 
press conli-act with the Bishop, would ap- 
parently have been bound to give that no- 
tice if the Synod had boon a boily recog- 
nised by tho existing law of tho Church of 
England. Their Lordship:* are of opinion 
tiittt the Synod was not such a body. In 
ro Colenzo Lord Komilly says the Church 
of South Africa, as a voluntary body— not 
the Ohuroh of England— might form 
themselves into a Synod, but "such an 
association •\vould be distinct from and 
form no part of the Church cf England," 
Most of Bishop Cridgo'a congret,'iiti(iu 
are old settlers, loyal subj'jcts of the 
Queen, who did all they could to main- 
tain the supremacy of the Crown; and 
having failed, they think it hard to bo 
called schismatics by those who assert 
that the Chur(!h of England is disconnect- 
ed with the State; and this too at a time 
wheu the Queen is being proclaimed in 
India "Defender of tho Faith!" 

Bishop Hiili' Church may bo discou- 
neoted with the State; but the Church of 
England is not. 

"Be to tho Hook of Christ a Shepherd." 
— See Consecration of Bishops, Book of 
Common Prayer. 

Bishop Gridge is now getting on in 
years, and I think he ought to be allowed 
to end faiii days in peace. Asoh.

Her Possible Present and Fature 
Contingent. 

I'rom tlie Loudon Staudord. 

It is our hope and belief that there is 
no present probability of our boin^ 
drawn into war on the Eastern <ines- 
tion; but it is admitted that our intor- 
ests may, sooner or later, bo threaten- 
ed to such au extent that we shall be 
compelled in sclf-defouco to draw the 
sword. Under these circumstances 
every Englishman must wish to know 
what are our military sources, the 
number of men wo could place in tho 
field, and the time which would elapse 
between tho resolution to strike and 
the blow. On paper we possess an army 
which, for a power which relies mainly 
on her navy, is of no couteinptiblo 
s'rength. In the United Jvin^'duin 
there are about 10-3,000 legular troops, 
131, oOO militia, U.SSU yeomanry, 171, '241 
efliciont volunteers, and 15,0110 lirst-ciu^s 
and 21,000 second-class army rchcrve, 
making a grand total of abautiri-l. 000. Of 
these tho active army, about 30,000 of the 
militia reserve, and '•first-class" reserve 
arc alono liable to serve out of the country, 
though Her Majesty miy accept tho offer 
of militia to do garrison duty in the Mo 1- 
iterranean. Uufortuiiatcly, however, there 
is tho widest possible difleience between 
an actual army and ono a.s it apijoars on 
paper. On the Ist of January, 1877, tho 
eflective number of tho British army was 
99,901. Wo a?Bamo, therefore, that at 
tho present niomoDt tho effective strength 
is about 100,000 From those wo must, 
for fighting i)ui j)os(is, deduct on account 
of uiiscelliinijou.s dei)ai'trae]its,and olHcor.! 
of staff.and dopartnieut.s rctiuired at homo 
about 1,500 i)f ranks. It is ai.'io reasouablu 
to deduct for inon who are sick, abKont, 
about to be invalided, and in prison, an- 
other b,500. This reduces the effective 
fighting strength of tbo leguUr army to 
about 95,000 of all ranks. Then there are 
u;itrainjd rocrnits, who may bi assumed 
to niiinbor another 5,000; ljut tho largest 
deduction of all has to be mado on ac- 
count of those who, though technically 
trained and elTective, arc too young to 
undergo tho hardships and fatigues of a 
campaign. Wo have high authority for 
.stating that of the men recently raised, no 
more tliaii ono out of three is fit for work 
till after an average service of eighteen 
months. Wo cannot, therefore, set down 
the number of immature men at fewer 
than 15,000. Thus only 75,000 mou now 
sorvicg in tho regular army can bo con- 
sidered fit to take the field. Tho first elasn 
array reserve is estimated at 15,000 men, 
but it is notorious that wo ran not at thu 
I)roseut moment loekon on inoro than lo,- 
000; so that tho number of trained light- 
ing men avaiialdo at a uioinciil's notice is 
only 95,000 men. From thu militia ro.iervo 
wooould oi)tain perhaps, 25,000, but thato 
are only half drilled; they could not, 
therefore, he counted on for tho opening 
of a camjjaign. Wo may nonnidor, how- 
ever, that England possosseB a Biiniciont 
number of men to enable us to send to 
the Ea-.t two corps d'armee of 38,000 men 
each, and to loavo behind a very toloiablo 
reserve, for in a few months the militia 
reserve would have completed their mili- 
tary education.

In tho 
fourtoi-nth their heads am nilibiid till 
thoir tcull comes off, hr the liftuonth 
th«y ai o choppi'd in two at tho waist, and 
in the sixteenth their akin is taken off 
aud rolled up.
